Bus terminal idea gaining momentum.

GRANITE CITY — City and county officials are 
driving toward an agreement that could locate a 
bus terminal in. the downtown area, possibly the 
site of the former Washington Theater. 

‘The facility would have ‘a very positive impact 
on downtown,’’ according to Alan Ortbals, the 
city’s economic development director. 

After a 30-minute executive session Thursday, 
the Madison County Transit—District board: passed 
a motion to encourage MCT officials to meet on 
the subject with Granite City and county officiais. 

While the development is far from a closed deal, 
officials confirmed that serious discussions are 
being held. 

Mayor Von Dee Cruse, who is also on the MCT 
Boat: said the development is “still in the negoti- 
ating stage.”’ 

But expanded bus routes that were implemented 
Dec. 3, along with the fact that MCT is currently 


parking buses along both sides of Edison Avenue 
and on 19th Street, have prompted speculation that 
a downtown site is being considered. The city 
ayes the long-vacant Washington Theater near 
19th and Edison a few months ago. 

Madison County Board Chairman Nelson Hag- 
nauer, also chairman of the MCT board, confirmed 


-that MCT is currently considering the theater site. 


“We have met -with (Cruseand Ortbals) on the 
possibility of utilizing the Washington Theater 
site,” and to determine if any city funds are avail- 
able for demolition of the building, Hagnauer said- 

He said discussions are also being held with 
Cheryl Jouett, director of Madison County Com- 
munity Development, on the possibility of utilizing 
some of the development funds for demolition

PONTOON BEACH — A proposal by the vil- 
lage to annex part of Horseshoe Lake State 
Park will not be considered in ‘its present form 
by the Illinois Department of Conservation 

“It is not our routine policy “to "seek annex- 
ation of state land except where specific needs 
for municipal services exist,” Ronald E. Che- 
zem, manager of the Conservation Department's 
Division of “Special Services, said in a letter to 
Mayor Glen Wilson 

“Where such needs have been documented we 
normally consider only the minimum annexation 
which would accomplish the- objective at hand,” 
the manager said. 

Chezem was responding to an annexation pro- 
posal .submitted by the village Dec. 28, “1990, 
seeking annexation of state-owned land at the 
southern end of Horseshoe Lake State Park, 
along Illinois 111. 

The land is under the jurisdiction of the 
Department of Conservation, which gives recom 
mendations to the Illinois governor on such 
annexations. 

An unrelated annexation agreement was 
signed by-then-Gov. James R. Thompson on 
Feb. 5, 1987, Village Clerk Mary Warten aid.
